M.  Dent 
and  Sons..  Mr.  Hamilton  has  also  given  -re  the  corresDondence  which  he  had 
with  you  oreviously.  The  whole  natter  :it  seems  to  me  resolves  itself  into 
the'  Question  as  to  whether  you  will  supply  books  of  the  Cambridge  Fress  to 
Mr.  Hamilton  to  be  retailed  at  a  price  that  he  may  set  less  than  thirty 
cents  to  the  shilling.  Tne  whole-  purpose  of  the  establishment  of  tne 
Book  Department:,  which  has  now  oeen  in  existence!  for  many  years;,  is  to 
enable  the-  students  to  ourcbase  their  books  at  as  low  a  Drice  as  they  can 
be  suDollem  to  tnerr.  Naturally  the  extent  of  the  sale  depends  upon  the 
cost  of  the  book,  and  thei  prescription  of  tne  book  by  the  Frofassor  will 
depend  yoon  the  facility  of  se'curjng  the  book.  Hor  t hese-  reasons  the 
University  through  its  staff  co-operates  to  the  fulle-st  extent  with  Mr. 
Hamilton,  and  the  staff  will  expect  tnat  tne  large  sale  of  book3  they  make 
oossitle  by  recommending  them  should  be  met  by  reasonable  concession  on  the 
oart  of  the  wholesale  houses.
